The modern concrete and asphalt sur- 
facing is vastly in advance of the old stone 
roads, when the main problem was to obtain 
a good binder so that the broken stone would 
find adjustment and, with use, become molded 
into a hard, even surface. That ideal 
never reached, and the utilization of more 
acceptable materials has relegated the old 
type of road to the past. However, road en-

eyolved the best and cheapest kinds of ma- 
terial. They point to the fact that the adop- 
tion, of the materials in present use was has- 
tened by the rapidity with which the gobdd 
roads movement sprang up in the wake of 
the automobile. 

Now that most of the States have articu- 
lated good road systems and the maifutenance 
cost has entered into their budgets, the ques- 
tion is being raised whether there may not be 
devised through the resourcefulness of the 
chemist materials which could be worked into 
even better surfaces and with less cost and 
possibly with less wear upon machines. 

As yet the chemists who are interested in 
road construction seemingly have not found 
material that will fill the bill. Should the 
effort to separate potash from feldspar or 
other rock prove commercially successful, the 
residue would be not far short of the original 
bulk, and in a form that would serve well 
the needs of pottery, and doubtless act as a 
filler for chemical road substances,

He was flying 
over a service fleld, engaged upon a maneuver 
that, while dangerous, is part of the training 
prescribed for Army aviators. His death, 
however, raises a question as to whether or 
not it is advisable or necessary to include extra 
hazardous stunts in Army aviation training. 
Is the experience gained by such maneuvers 
worth Lieut. Cornelius’ life? . 

Following the death of Lieut. Williams, 
military authorities ordered the rigid enforce- 
ment of the regulation prohibiting stunt flying 
over public groups at altitudes of less than 
1,000 feet. A day or two later Army aviators 
again were ignoring the rule.

Washingtonville, Pa., Sept. 26 (A.P.) 
Billmyer’s Park, for 35 years a deer 
refuge because the founder regretted 
taking the life of one, is no more 
The automobile brought other pleas-

Alexander Bilimyer, a representative 
in Congress, founded his park in ¢ 
spirit of remorse for a single deer he 
had once killed.

SOME REDUCING MEAS-

Little Birds Which Hawks Fear 


HOUGH not much larger than a 
sparrow, the fiycatcher is a mean 
tighter. He has a beak which 
knows how to jab in quickly, and wings 
which move him about with great 
speed. 

Most small birds are afraid of nawks. 
Not so the flycatcher! He does not 


fly away from a hawk, but turns in. 


stead to the attack. Hawks hav? 
learned to fear the little fellow. and 
they do their best to get out of the 
way. The flycatcher keeps up the 
chase, and pecks its enemy on the 
back from time to time. 

Crows al try to make good their 
escape when flycatchers go after them 

Both crows and hawks are far 
stronger than the flycatcher: but they 
are clumsy by comparison The litte 
bird gets in a peck, then twists out 9% 
the way. 

One kind of flycatcher -s known ‘Ao 
the “tomfool” When two tomfools 
get together during the breeding sea- 
son, they are likely to quarrel over 
their mates. The feathers fly in a nice 
little battle, but I suppose they are 
fools for fighting. ; 
‘Another kind of flycatcher is known 
as the kingbird. ‘hat is a well-soun’‘i- 
ing name, but it is not fully deserved. 
The. Kingbird is not a true king. te 
would hardly dare attack an eagle 
and there is one tiny bird which can 
beat him in battle The little war- 


rior Is known as the ru»y-throated .

I'hese were so different from the gen- 
leral run of setting-up exercises and

them on to those of my readers who 
are seriously bent on weight renuc- 
tion. The exercises are recommended 
by a Danish specialist in physical cul- 
ture. Here they ar-: 

Sit on the floor. Bend the knees 
outward and brip the soles of the 
feet together. Grasp the ankles firmly 
with each Land. Now, pull the torso 
forward until the forehead touches 
the floor between che spread kneeg. 
Notice the pull on the muscles of 
‘the neck, back and lower limbs, Re- 
peat about fiftecn times. 

Again sitting en the floor, stretch 
the righ leg forward, straight out in 
front. Keep the Knee straight. Bend 
the left knee rut to the side, until 
you can grasp the toes of the lel. 
foot with the lft hand. At the same 
time, grasp the toes of the right foot 
with the right hand. Now, holding 
the feet firmly, ben’ the trunk for- 
ward until the forehead touches the 
right: knee. Alternate thr position, 
with, the left leg out in front and *.e 
right knee bent out sidewise and touch 
the forehead to the right knee. Y°"1 
will feel the effect on abdomen, back 
and lower limbs. Kepe ten to fif- 
teen times. Ye _ will be able to carry 
the exercise up to twenty times *y 
each side as you become more ac- 
customed to it. 

Stand erect. Jump straight up’: 
spread the legs as you do so _ J 
the feet be as far apart as is com- 
fortable. Now bend the body for- 
ward and, stooping from the walet. 
grasp the ankles witr each hand Keep 
the knees straight and swing the head 
between the spread legs, as far as it 
will go. Swing back again and slowl: 
raise the whole body to the starting 
position. Repeat ten to fifteen times. 

These are rather vigorous exervises. 
Do not practice them untill you feel 
exhausted or “out of breath.” Start 
with a slow c -nt for each, increasing 
t as muscles that have been unused 
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become more responsive. |

Ambrose took the fleet colt over 
three-quarters of the handicap in 
flat. two seconds slower than Sarazen’s 

record. but fast enough to beat 
out W. R. Cve’s nimble-footed Cheers 
by a length and the Greentree Stable's 
Hustinian by four lengths. Nettie 
Stone ran fourth in the best 2-year-old 
field to face the barrier in Ms iryland 
this season. 

Today's winning effort of the son of 
Colin was worth $24,500 to the McLean 
Stable, whose horses now shade the 
stable of Harry Payne Whitney as the 
year’s greatest money winners.
